The Vlalt linn* Christian An4ersen 
Paid His Old Deaa. 

Among the mvny amusing things 
Huns Christian Andersen treated us 
to was a little anecdote which, cu¬ 
riously enough, since It was so very 

arnctoristlc of him, he omitted from 
autobiography. lie mentions in 
hl«K “Life’s Story” that during the 
autrnwn of 1844 he was a dally guest 
of the Danish royal family at Fohr, 
and was on terms of Intimacy both 
with them and with the family of the 
Duke of Augustonborg. lie told us 
the following Incident about his stay 
there: It had been oue of the mortifica¬ 
tions of Ids younger days that the 
dean of the diocese, who in his day had 
confirmed him, had treated him badly, 
a Jill put the ufTrout on lilm of placing 
Lint, us a poor boy, downhill tip bottom 
of the church, among the outve's poor 
candidates, although he properly be¬ 
longed tip above, among ftye dean’s 
own. lie chanced to bear, that this 
man now held a post In tl^e island of 
Fohr. “So I asked the kin#,'” said An¬ 
dersen, “If I might for onee have one 
of the royal carriages, with coachmau 
and footman in red livery, tlm same as 
the royal family themselves used, 
placed at my disposal, to pay a visit. 
The king smiled and said, ‘With pleas¬ 
ure.’ So I drove out In the royal 
carriage, with panached horses, and 
coachman and footman, to puy a visit 
to my old diocesan dean. The carriage 
waited outside while I was in the 
house. That was my revenge.” It 
Hc.i'iiis to mi* that we have Andersen’s 
whole self, his romantic bent. Ills old 
humiliations aud bis vehement, half 
childish greed of honor, in this little 
story.—CJeorgu Braiulcs In Contempo¬ 
rary Review. 


SIR JOSHUA REYNOLDS. 


The Famous l'ulntrr Wa* the Sod 
of u Uevoniililre Hector, 

Hir Joshua Reynolds was bom at 
riympton, four miles from Plymouth, 
In Devonshire, in 1723. Ills futher, rec¬ 
tor of the grammar school, early train¬ 
ed him in classical studies, intending 
bis sou (o be an upothccary, but he dis¬ 
played such uu Inclination for drawiug, 
diligently copying the prints which fell 
In his way, that the father yielded and 
scut him to London as a student of art 
Alter two years lie returned to Devou- 
Fliin* and established himself as a por¬ 
trait painter in Plymouth, where he 
was taken up by Commodore Kcppel, 
who, being appointed to the Mediter¬ 
ranean station, invited the young pnint- 
or to accompany him in liis ship, the 
Centurion. Thus lie was uble to visit 
l: >mu\ spending two years there in 
\ yy eioj-e study, especially of the 
x\ irks of Raphael and Michael Angelo. 

It was while painting in the corridors 
of the Vatican that lie contracted a 
< Id which brought on the deafness 
tkaf afterward aiilieted him during the 
rest of liis life. Leaving Rome, lie vis- 
i;cd Parma, where he fell under Cor- 
i agio's inti lienee, then Florence and 
\ "iiii c. in the latter city studying die 
works of til** great colorists.

▲ PERFECTLY BOUND, NEEDLE- 
POINTED SPEAR. 

Thing* Which Bird* Bo With 
Those Two Piece* of 
Horn. 

Tie a men's hand* arvd arm* tight¬ 
ly behind hi* back, stand him on hi* 
feet, and tell him he must hereafter 
find and prepare hi* food, build hi* 
home, defend himself from hi* ene¬ 
mies and perform all the bumnew of 
life in such a position and what * 
pitable object he would present. Yet 
thi* is not unlike what bird* have 
to do Almost every form of animal 
and vegetable life is used a* food 
by one or another of the specie*; 
their most intricately built houses 
and their methods of defence are to 
be numbered by the wore; the care 
of their delicate plumage would alone 
srem to necessitate mar*v and vuried 
instruments, yet all this is made pos¬ 
sible urn I chiefly executed by on-* 
suiall portion of tho animal—it* bill 
or beak. 

If you would spend an afternoon at 
a zoological j>ark watching the way* 
in which the bills of the various 
bird* are used, you will not t oast of 
your own accomplishments when you 
realize how much more, comparative¬ 
ly, the bird W able to achieve with 
the aid of only two projecting piece* 
of horn. In the porks most of the 
birds arc situated exactly as they 
would be in their native home, en¬ 
joying crag, wood or beach, as the 
case ma.v lx\ and if we turn natural¬ 
ist for awhile, the why and where¬ 
fore of many of the curious beaks 
will be made plain.

lips of other animals, the bill* of 
birds hove nothing to do with their 
Noice*, the controlling muscle* being 
far down, near the base of the* nock.

A parrot cun swallow 
nothing but the movt finely com¬ 
minuted particles of food, so that 
the great beak has indentation* like 
teeth, and rklges which act as files 
or rasps to grind the hardest food. 
In climbing the*? bird* use their 
beaks as freely as their feet, and 
many hang themselves up by means 
of the curved tip when they go to 
sleep. Their beak muwles are 
stronger than even those of eagle*, 
and a macaw has power enough to 
bite through wire as if it were 
P*I** r 

Fruits and Heed* form the normal 
food of these birds, and the way in 
which they can husk u sunflower weed 
la wonderful. There is one not a* lc 
exception to a vegetable diet, how¬ 
ever, among them. Years ugo set¬ 
tlers introduced sheep into New Zea¬ 
land, and the Kea parrot*, native to 
tfiat country, which were driven by 
W’inter storm* from the mountain* to 
the low pasture lands, and acquired- 
a taste for the fat on sheep-skins 
which had been hung up to dry. 
From these they tunica to the living 
animal*, and have now become 
A VERITABLE SCOURGE 
to the sheep raisers. So'erul of 
these savage birds will attack u 
living animal, and, tearing through 
wool and llesh with their terrible 
beuks, kill the sheep in a very short 
time. From harmless vegetable feed¬ 
ers they have become ravenous. 

In u nearby cage in the bird-house 
are the woodpeckers, which t elong to 
the same general division as the pur- 
rots, as is shown by their having two 
toes in front und two behind.

Such an idea would be 
very wide of the truth, for the name 
would really have been given in ac¬ 
cordance with ths system followed by 
the company to which it belongs. 
Every big company has a astern of 
its own. and It is about the most 
highly prized of it* possessions. For 
instance, the White Star Line pur¬ 
sues a system by which their vessel* 
are always christ^med with the naruo 
of a great people, institution, or 
sea. but with the curious rule that 
all mimes must end in “ic." hence 
thu Teutonic. Afric, Athenic, and 
Oceanic. 

The great rival* to thi* company, 
the famous Cunard Line, name their 
boats in classic fashion, having every 
name ending in “la." founding their 
names upon famous cities and dis¬ 
tricts of the ancient Homan Empire. 
Thi* fact account* for the Etruria, 
Lurania. Umbria, Campania, Ac.; so 
that whenever wo *ec a ship with her 
how* hearing an ancient sounding 
name with the proper “ia" form of 
ending, we may know her for a Cun- 
arder The great combination known 
as the Union Castle Lino were till 
recently two separate lines, the

PLANTS MUST HAVE FOOD'POISON FOU

The latest development in plant 
culture is an extraordinary one. It 
is nothing Ism than the inoculation 
of the soil. A very remarkable fact 
ha* long been known in connection 
with pea*, bean, vetches, clover* 
and other legumen*. 

Though they have in their composi¬ 
tion a comparatively large amount 
of nitrogen., they will grow well in 
soil which 1* practically destitute of 
it—which, too, ie invariably fourid 
to contain more after they have been 
grown than it did before. Where and 
how do they get it? 

There is another peculiarity about 
these plants. Attached to the roots 
are shapeless nodules of various sizes. 
They were once supposed to be mere 
swellings or excrescence* caused by 
disease, similar to the galls on cer¬ 
tain tree*. Some years ago, how¬ 
ever, a famous French chetnUt dis¬ 
covered that they were due to the 
action of bacteria, and that these 
bacteria had the power to seize upon 
free nitrogen In the atmosphere, and 
to convert it into compounds which 
could be used by the plants as food. 

Here was the solution of what had 
hitherto been a most puzzling 
mystery. It showed why legumen* 
are independent of nitrogen in tho 
soil, and how they are able to udd 
It to the toil. 

CULTIVATION OF BACTERIA. 

This discovery naturally suggested 
the idea that it might bo possible to 
cultivate the bacteria, and by their 
means to benefit the land and in¬ 
crease the amount of crops grown on 
it. 

In the investigations which follow¬ 
ed, a Herman \ rofessor, Dr. Noble, 
took a leading part. After isolat¬ 
ing the bacteria, he succeeded in cul- 
tBaling them in an infusion of the 
pUnts with which they are found as¬ 
sociated in nature. 

But the liquid, sold for a time 
tnder the name of "nitrogen," prov¬ 
ed a failure in practice. Dr. Noble’s 
bacteria, when turned loose on the 
land, refused to do what was expect¬ 
ed of them. Dr. George Moore, nn 
American scientist, who ha* been ex¬ 
perimenting with them, declare* they 
were overfed. Provided with as 
much nitrogen as they required, he 
*ays, they lost the power to cater 
for themselves, and ho became use¬ 
less. 

He certainly seems to have proved 
his case. For with bacteria culti¬ 
vated in a solution containing no 
nitrogen, he has obtained some won¬ 
derful results—unfertile land render¬ 
ed fertile, leguminous crops enorm¬ 
ously increased in quantity, and a 
great improvement in subsequent 
crop* in consequence of the improve¬ 
ment of the soil by the surplus nitro¬ 
gen left in it. 

HOW THE BACTERIA IS USED. 

I>r. Moore's solution may be foured 
on cotton-wool, which may then be 
dried and, strange a* it may modi, 
kept ulmost indefinitely. In this 
state it may easily be sent any dis¬ 
tance by post. 

When it is immersed in the same 
liquid as before, the bacteria revive 
and start on their work anew, multi¬ 
plying with astonishing rapidity. 
This is a fine object-lesson, showing 
how disease germ* inay be carried 
from place to place in the clothes, 
and may lie dormant for months, if 
not for year*, waiting only for fav¬ 
orable conditions to resume their 
baneful activity. 

Tq use the bacteria, the solution 
containing them Is either poured over 
the seeds, which in their turn may 
U» dried preparatory to sowing, or

, the eggs may be; and Professor Met- 
chnikoff, of tho Pasteur Institute 
definitely stated that "eggs may be 
poisonous even before they are laid, 
owing to the possible presence of 
bacilli in the white of the unlaid egg. 

Whilst In the particular case un¬ 
der discussion one can give no opin¬ 
ion on tho specific cause of the al¬ 
leged poisoning, tho possibility to 
which Prof. MetchnikofT refers cannot 
be gainsaid. When it is remembered 
that eggs of worms, seeds of grasses, 
and other visible objects have been at 
various times discovered In egg 
white, the possibility of tho presence 
of bacilli and the ptomaine* pro¬ 
duced by their activity will be ob¬ 
vious. 

HOW IT GETS THERE. 

The foreign bodies referred to are 
presumably shut in whilst the egg 
is being . coated with carbonate of 
lime in the uterus of the hen. Tho 
presence of bacilli in that cavity of¬ 
fers a very simple explanation of 
their presence also in tho white of 
the newly-laid egg. The egg at the 
i commencement of its voyage down 
the oviduct is uncovered either, by 
j white or shell. The albuminous 
“white" covering is added whilst 
tho egg passe* through the oviduct, 
and the shell is only added in the 
lower, enlarged part of that duct, or 
uterus. At the same time, the pre¬ 
sence in the unlaid egg of any of tho 
bacilli usually associated with food 
or ptomaine poisoning remains to be 
established. 

DANGERS OFVINFECTION. 

After being laid, the possibllties of 
infection are enormously increased. 
Tho dirty feet and feathers of the 
hen may be coated with myriads of 
organisms of the most virulent ac¬ 
tivity, aud the porosity of the shell 
allows germs to reach the white from 
outside without much difficulty. At 
first, it is trite, the normal eggshell 
is coated wit& a mucilaginous mater¬ 
ial which to t$>me extent hinders the 
entrance of bacteria, but it is not 
an absolute preventive, and its ef¬ 
fect wears oil in a comparatively 
few days. Still, its presence af 
fords the reason why eggs should 
be wiped, but never trashed, until 
Just before they are to be cooked, 
for washing removes the protective 
covering. Eggs notoriously absorb 
not only gerrns of putrefaction and 
disease, but absorb also odours and 
flavors. Thus, when packed in musty 
hay or straw, their taste becomes 
most unpleasant; and some little 
time since a consignment of eggs, 
which during transport had been 
placed near a carifo of apples, were 
injured in flavor/aud depreciated in 
market value.

It may 
be regarded as certain that they re¬ 
ceive some equivalent benefit in re¬ 
turn, for such partnerships are never 
one-sided. 

A PLANT AND ITS PARTNER. 

An even more remarkable instance 
of a partnership between a plant and 
a different organism was discovered 
some years ago in Nicaragua. 

In that country,* anti throughout 
Central America generally, it has- 
been found almost impossible to 
grow English fruit tress, *Uch as the 
apple nnd the |**ur, because of the 
ravages of the leaf-cutting ant, which 
utterly destroys the foliage*. 

The native plants have l>een com¬ 
pelled to devise means of protecting 
themselves, the most curious being 
«n alliance between u species of aca¬ 
cia and another ant. small in size, 
but exceedingly pugnacious, which at¬ 
tacks the leaf-cutter and drives it oft. 

It exists in great numbers, makes 
its permanent home and form its 
bodyguard. The inducements offered 
by the plant to Its tin-v ally are 
ample, for they include board and 
lodging. 

it has developed hollow thorns in 
which the t.+ can live securely, nnd 
i arh leaf is furnished at the base 
with a gland which secrets* honey, 
and nt its tip with a small, sweet, 
pea^sha; i d nodule, which serve# as 
food What more could an ant 
want? This ant evidently thinks it 
has got a good thing, and is quite 
ready to tight fur it. 

SOCIABLE PLANTS. 

It is not merely with other organ¬ 
isms that plunts associate for mutu¬ 
al benefit; they also do so with one 
another. No one who takes a coun¬ 
try w;ilk can help noticing thut they 
gnth/r together in uroups, hero one 
kind and there another. 

This is partly duo to the fact that 
a position which suits one individual 
suits others of the same species, and 
as they scatter their seeds around 
them a whole colony soon springs up 
where previously there wus only a 
single settler. 

But there is more in it than that. 
The taller and more striking kinds 
do not generally keep together in 
this manner. Thistles, for example, 
endeavor to get at far from one un- 
oihir as possible, and for this pur- 
I o*e «-ach seed is suspended from a 
tiny jsirachute. which enables if to 
float a long distance on the wind. 

•The plants with sociable haUts are 
usually small, end bear inconspicu¬ 
ous dowers. If they grew singly 
they would run ereat risk of being 
pass'd unnoticed fcy the bees nnd 
moths, upon which they depend for 
their fertilization, but when thev are 
massed together it is different Hen?© 
it is a very great advuntago to them 
to lice together In colonies.—Pear¬ 
son’s Weekly.

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KEEP DOWN DEATH RATE 

XKXXXGKATXOK AMOMQ LOEDOK 
DOCTORS. 

Patients Sent Home From Hospi- 
tal to Die—Should be An 
Inquiry. 

Much indignation hae been aroueed 
by the story told to the Westminster 
coroner, of a young woman who 
tramped round London with her dy¬ 
ing infant, which was refused ad¬ 
mission at several hospitals and died 
a few minutes after the unhappy 
mother had at last carried it to At. 
George’s Hospital, where it was tak¬ 
en in. 

A West End doctor of many yoars* 
experience asserts that such a cuse 
is by no means uncommon, and that 
in his opinion it is high time a 
Parliamentary committee or some 
other public tribunal of authority en¬ 
quired into the whole system of hos¬ 
pital administration in London. 

"I should be willing to give evi¬ 
dence before such a body," he said, 

• and 1 believe it would be proved 
that there is something radically 
wrong with the system of many Lon¬ 
don hospitals. 

INVESTIGATION SUGGESTED. 

."1 do not say they are all bad. 
Indeed, the hospitals to which I al¬ 
lude are the exceptions; but the 
fact remains that the management of 
several of them urgently calls for in¬ 
vestigation. 

"From my own practice I know of 
dozens of cases of brutal treatments 
of patients who have applied for 
help. 

•One instance was particularly 
dreadful. A young man suffering 
from consumption was admitted to 
a certain hospital for treatment. He 
became worse, and one day when he 
had readied the point of heath he 
was turned out of the institution, 
for no reason, that I could discover 
except that he was on the point of 
death. 

"They sent him home, where ho 
died during the night. I can only 
imagine that they sent him uway in 
that condition because they did not 
want him to die in the hospital, utxl 
to send up their death rate. 

"An equally heartless case was 
that of a poor woman, also in the 
last stage of consumption. Thinking 
that the hospital might cure her, she 
waited for five or six hours in the 
out-patient deportment before being 
seen by the doctor. Then she was 
told that she must be vaccinated be¬ 
fore admission. I thouhht it very 
cruel to vaccinate a dying person, 
but as she was anxios to get into 
hospital I vaccinated her. 

REFUSED HER ADMISSION*. 

"Then she went again to the hos¬ 
pital, and waited several hours for 
her turn. As soon as the doctor sew 
her he said it was no good her be¬ 
ing admitted, and that she must go 
hoJbc. She died a week later. 

"We doctors are told that if we 
haVe a patient whore case requires 
admission to hospital all we have to 
do is to give the patient a letter to 
the hospital doctor, and the case 
will be taken in at once. That does 
not happen I have written such let¬ 
ters, and have been told to 'mind 
my own business and the hospital 
doctors will mind theirs.’ I have ex¬ 
perienced such treatment for years. 

"The fault lies partly with the 
system of employing hospitaldoctors 
without experience, and partly with 
the indiscriminate treatment of all 
and sundry who like to apply 

"How can a medical man diagnose 
case after case in one minute each? 
Vet in the out-patient departments it 
is not unusual for a doctor to see 
fifty patients in an hour. Hundreds 
of patients collect, and very often 
one who is on the point of death has 
to wait for many hours before being 
seen. That is a bad system, and it 
is time for the question to be thresh¬ 
ed out and tfcc system revised. 


COOKING WJTHOUT FIRE 

STOVE THAT DOES THE BU81- 
IES8 HAS BESS TAXED. 

Consist* of a Heatproof Box and 
Bowls Wo Gas, Wood or 
Jpthsr Fusl. 

In the matter of cooking, the 
world has had the wood age, the 
coal age, the gae age, and ltis enter¬ 
ing the electric age, perhaps. But 
in the near future there may come 
the fireless age, for meals art now 
being prepared for American soldiers 
in which fire plays a very small 
part. 

It is a fact that the fireless cook 
stove, as it is called, has come into 
the service in the West, and 
that meat, vegetables and other 
foods are actually cooked by it, and 
cooked so thoroughly and platably 
that the soldiers 'enjoy a meal so 
cooked better than one prepared in 
the usual way. 

Out West they call the fireless cook 
stove the hsy box. Here is the for¬ 
mula for making one of these stoves. 

Y/bu lirst get a wooden box, the 
boards of which are tightly joined. 
Any old box will do, provided It is 
tight enough and large enough. 

Next you line it with two or three 
thicknesses of felt, or, what is bet¬ 
ter, asbestos paper. The lining can 
be fastened to the wood with glue, 
so that it is not necessary to make 
any holes with nails or tacks. 

Next you get a few armfuls of thor¬ 
oughly dried hay, stufT it into the 
box, then get a piece of cotton bat¬ 
ting of the exact length and width of 
the inside, and you have your flie- 
less cook stove ready for business. 

THERE ARE IfO MATCHES, 
no gas Jet, no coal blaze, no flaming 
fagots. You could set the stove in 
the middle of a pile of gunpowder 
ami cook the meal without the 
slightest danger, for on the outside 
it is no warmer than the ordinary 
air The element that does the work 
is held prisoner within. 

Yes. the term tireless cook stove ie 
appropriate, but a little heat Is re¬ 
quired, just enough to get the thing 
started properly. Just as you use 
kindling to light the fire for break¬ 
fast in the morning. This kindling 
can be done over a gas stove, an oil 
stove or a bonfire if you wish. 

Suppose, for instance, you want to 
make an Irish stew. The potatoes, 
onions and any other vegetables are 
chopped up with the meat and put 
into the kettle, and enough water is 
added The cook places the kettle 
over the tire Just long enough for the 
water to begin to bubble, showing 
that it has reached the boiling point. 

Taking the kettle off the fire, he 
slips it into a hole in the hay box, 
tucks the hay snugly around the 
sides and top, puts the cotton bat¬ 
ting or other cover over all. then 
claps down the covering and latches 
or locks it That’s all. The box 
does the rest, and he can turn off 
the gas cock or dash a pail of water 
over the embers. He has no further 
use for the lire. 

Suppose the stew is being made 
for the noon dinner. The cook puts 
it into the box anywhere between 9* 
and 10 o'clock Just before he an¬ 
nounces that dinner is served he 
takes the kettle out of the box, 
pours the stew into the tureen, and 
when the head of the family ladles it 
out the odor which arises from it is 
as appetizing as that of any Irish 
j stew ever made on the most modern 
j hotel range.

DISASTERS' WHICH HAVE BE- 
FALLEN NATIONS. 

Mony Times tbs Curtain Has B e en 
Bung Down Upon a Heart¬ 
broken Commander. 

Take the two disasters' in tho 
Franco-German War, of Sedan and 
Metz, and compare the genuine cry 
of despair from Napoleon HI., who, 
"betrayed by fortune, had lost all, 
and had placed in the hand* of hi* 
conqueror the *olo thing left him— 
his liberty," with Uazaine’e pompous 
address to his soldiers: "Vanquished 
by famine, we are compelled to sub¬ 
mit to tho law of war in constitut- 
ingourtelves prisoners. At different 
epoch# of our military history, brave 
troops, commanded by Massena, 
Kleber and Gouvion 8t. Cyr, have 
experience* the same lot, which de¬ 
tract* not from military honor when, 
liko you, they havo so gloriously per¬ 
formed their duty to tho extreme of 
human endurance." This, when sur¬ 
rendering a fortress and garrison off 
the first order to a besieging array 
only slightly superior In numbors, 
while guns and ammunition were 
plentiful, and food eupplies were at 
least sufficient for another week's 
consumption! Napoleon. on the 
other hand, made no attempt to con¬ 
ceal the finality of his disaster as ho 
lingered iu the garden of the Belgian 
weaver's cottage, where negotiation 
had been held, a broken, despondent 
figure, dressed in a Jaunty red cap 
with a gold border, a black paletot 
lined with red, rod trousers and 
whito kid gloves says tho lxmdon 
Globe. 

The note of Inevitability was 
struck perhaps as fully by General 
Lee in the American Civil War, al¬ 
though he hod been saved tho morti¬ 
fication of proposing a surrender by 
General Grant's letter: "The result of 
the last week," he wrote to IMe, on 
April 7, 1806, "must convince you 
of the hopoleesness of further resis¬ 
tance on the part of the Army of 
Northern Virginia in this struggle." 
Two days later a meeting was effect¬ 
ed at Appomattox, and this surren¬ 
der, of which the victory of Five 
Forks was the prelude, practically 
ended tho war, the remaining armies 
of the Confederates laying down their 
arms 

ONE AFTER ANOTHER, 
lx** knew when the end had come. 
Not so Napoleon I., whose letter to 
the Prince Regent consequent on 
Waterloo can be regarded only as a 
diplomatic attempt to gain time for 
a fresh rally of forces. "Exposed to 
the factions which distract rnv coun¬ 
try," he wrote, "and to the enmity 
of the greatest powers of Europe, I 
have closed ray political career, and 
I come, like Theinlstocles, to throw 
myself upon the hospitality of the 
British people. I put myself under 
the protection of their laws, which 
I claim from your royal highness, as 
the most generous of inv enemies." 

A manly confession of defeat was 
that made by the Duke of Gordon at 
the capitulation of Edinburgh Castle 
in 1089 to the Earl of Leven. "Gen¬ 
tlemen and soldiers," he said, "I 
know not wherein I have been unkind 
to any of you, but if I have ever 
wronged any man in yourranks let 
him speak ere we part forever. Do 
not brawl with the newcomers, for 
you are too few to conquer and too 
many to sacrifice." Gen. Gordon's 
message of defiance was: "When you, 
Mahdi, order the Nile to dry up, and 
walk across *71th your troops, and 
come into Khartoum to me and tak* 
me, then I will surrender «he towns 
to you, and not before." Little as 
we know of the details accompanying 
the fall of Khartoum, it may bo 
safely assumed that when the relief 
expedition reached that city to find 
it had fallen Into the hands of the 
Madhl two days previously, Gordon 
had surrendered

MACHINE-MADE PIE. 

Th* Dainty Is Now Being Turned 
Out Automatically. 

l^overs of the great dainty—pie— 
will rejoice to learn that a new »ra 
has set in for its unlimited produc¬ 
tion. 

It is a far cry from the "pies 
mother used to make" to a superior 
product made by machinery, but this 
has been accomplished by a machine 
invented by a Philadelphian, soys the 
Record. 

For years there has been progress 
in almost every line of baking, with 
the exception of the succulent pie. 
Rakers and practical inventors along 
those lines, who experimented, have 
declared that Machine-made pies were 
as impossible as perpetual motion. 
There are so many steps in the op¬ 
eration that it would seem their 
contention was well founded. Un¬ 
daunted by precedent, however. 1 he 
Philadelphia inventor has continued 
his experiments for two years, anil 
at last hns reached his goal. 

The piemaking machinuchas been 
installed In a baking company’s 
plant in that city, and is now grind¬ 
ing out a steady stream of pies of ull 
kinds and varieties. With the mach¬ 
ine an operator can now produce 
thousands of pies where he formerly 
turned out hundreds. Not only will 
this serve to cheapen production, 
benefiting the consumer by making it 
possible to use better materials, but, 
•is most of the work is mechanical, 
absolute cleanliness and uniformity 
is assured. 

The pie machine is long and nar¬ 
row. being about ten feet by twenty 
inches. One inan and three boys 
constitute the operating force, turn¬ 
ing out sixteen to eighteen finished 
pies a minute. An electric motor 
furnishes power, while a gas Jet keeps 
the forming pies warm. Suspended 
over the machine is a tank, which 
holds u sufficient amount of filling 
for 400 pies. An agitator revolves 
within and keeps the fruit fiom 
packing at the outlet. 

J After, the paste for crusts has been 
1 properly mixed it is weighed and cut 
into proper-sized pieces by u dough 
divider A tray full of lumps of 
dough for bottom crusts is placed at 
one end of the machine and another 
tray containing the lumps for top 
crusts at the other end. At the tear 
is a stack of plates, automatically 
fed by a ratchet A magnetized arm 
swings around, picks up a plate and 
places it on a die made to receive it. 
A piece of dough is placed on the 
plate and the next movement brings 
it under a die which forms the lower 
crust. Then the fruit Is deposited 
from the tank and the plate moves 
forward. Hy this time another lump 
of dough has been flattered out and 
stamped with an initial—such as L 
for lemon—while an automatic bel¬ 
lows blows a pufT of flour over the 
I dough to keep it from sticking. 

I The next movement brings the fill* 
j od pie and this upper crust together, 
{ one operator being stationed nerc to 
1 od Just the top cover if necessary. 

! Then the covered pie comes under 
| the edging die, which cuts oil all 
scraps, and the pie passes forward 
on an apron, which leads to the 
oven. One motion succeeds another 
with such regularity that the finish¬ 
ed pie is passing to the oven utmost 
before one can grasp the idea end 
purpose of the machine. With no 
fuss and little noise* the empty plate 
starts at one end and passes off the 
other end of the machine, a finished 
pic in less than four seconds.

So 
successful has been the cooking that 
the War Department has ordered a 
thorough investigation of the sys¬ 
tem, with the idea of adopting it 
for general use and equipping field 
encampments, as well as posts, with 
tht* hay box, or some variation of 
it. 

A dinner which any healthy man 
will enjoy can be prepared in two 
hours, at the cost of a cupful of coal 
oil, a few cubic feet of gas, or two 
or three shovelfuls of coal. Just 
enough fuel to generate heat. The 
hay box con well be called a Tireless 
cook stove, since it will do its woik 
almost without any other aid. 

The secret of it is that the heat 
generat«*d inside the vessel holding 
the food, and in the food itself is 
enough to cook the food if prevented 
from escaping. While the process is 
slower, it is much more thorough 
than the usual mode. The heat units 
have time to go through the sub¬ 
stance. 

Most of the staple viands are ready 
for the table nfter being placed from 
two to three hours in the hay box, 
but when the cooking process is fin¬ 
ished the box retain* the heat so 
long that they may be kept warm 
for several hours after. 

When the cook gets dinner on the 
ordinary range the scientist says 
that about 95 per cent, of the heat 
generated is either wasted in the 
room or by passing up the chimney, 
and that. 

LESS THAN FIVE PER CENT, 
is actually utilized for cooking pur¬ 
poses, because it cunnot be kept in 
the right place. 

The percentage of waste where oil, 
or even gas is used is enormous. In 
electric cooking the current is car* 
ried directly beneath the dish holding 
the food by means of wires, its heat 
being applied to pieces of metal on , 
which the dish rest*. Even here 
from ten to twenty per cent, of the 
electricity is sheer waste. 

Consequently, the hav box leads 
every other appliance when it comes 
to preparing u meal Retting down 
to the viewpoint sf dollars and cents, 
the experiment* which have been 
made ut the Western army posts, es¬ 
pecially at Fort Riley, show that, 
where a dollar’s worth of wood or 
coal may be required to get dinner 
for a certain number cf men, actual¬ 
ly the same work can be done for 
less than a nickel wlt’t the hay box. 

WEEPING TREES. 

Weeping trees uro becoming com¬ 
mon in certain parts of America. 
Weeping willows are ho called oti ac- 
count of their drooping foliage; but 
these weeping tree* across the At¬ 
lantic do really weep. There are 
three of them in Logun County, ] 
Kentucky, which are quite rotnurk- 
able trees. Two or three weeks ego. 
for instance, when there had been no 
rain for a fortnight, water in 
streams began to run from the top! 
of each branch. So much water, in¬ 
deed, has fallen that the ground Is?-* 
neath the trees is described as com-1 
pletely soaked, and u man standing! 
under them is wet through in four 
or five minutes. Night and day do 
these trees weep, and no matter how 
warm or bright may be the sunshine, 
a heavy mist continually hang* 
about them. There are altogether a 
number of weeping tree* in various 
part* of America; but some shed less 
water than others and only damp 
the ground beneath them.

If the winter is 
unusually fierce or prolonged, so 
that food and fuel run low, uctual 
starvation and freezing lurk terribly 
near, and too often take toll of the 
weakest even when the strong sur¬ 
vive. Of course, the scant and wret¬ 
ched food produces much sickness; 
and at any time of year strengthen¬ 
ing or delicate diet, for Invalids—eggs 
poultry, even milk for the babies— 
can rarely lx* obtained at any price. 
No domestic animals, not even the 
hardy and belligerent goat, can bo 
kept; for the "huskies," the wolfish 
dog* which all must have for sledge 
service is winter, make it impossi¬ 
ble.

ise of safety for all the garrison. A 
picturesque surrender was that ol 
Cctewayo, who was captured on 
Aug. 29, 1879, by Major MarteJ 
during the Zulu War. Troops had 
been pursuing the chief since Aug, 
18, and he was finally tracked to a 
deserted kraal in the* Ngoma Forest, 
Major Marter himself rode to the en¬ 
trance of the hut and called upon 
Cetewa.vo to yield. *"Enter," was 
the reply: "I am your prisoner/*' 
From motives of prudence Marter re¬ 
fused, again summoning the Zulu 
chief. Thereupon the unfortunate 
Cetewayo, weak, weary, footsore 
and

4,000 men on the anniversary of 
3IaJuba Day, 1900, will be remember¬ 
ed as long as any incident of the 
Boer war. An onslaught mado by 
the Canadians, who had entenebsd 
themselves eighty yards from the 
Boer position in the river bed at 
I’aardeberg, was greeted, not by a

IRISH LXAVXMO HOMS. 

Emigration Wigvrm Show Tread 
ot Depopulation. 

The emigration etatietice for Ire¬ 
land for the year 1905, ieeued recent¬ 
ly, furnish melancholy reading, In 
that they show how Ireland con¬ 
tinues to loee some of the beet of 
her population. Last year 86,902 
natives of Ireland, a number equiva¬ 
lent to 8.8 per thousand of the popu¬ 
lation. left their homes, the vast ma¬ 
jority to go to the United States 
or Canada. 

The total of 86,902 is a slight 
falling on as compared with several 
recent years, and is indeed the small, 
est aggregate since 1898. But un¬ 
fortunately the outward flow has 
continued, for sinco 1850 no fewer 
than 8,997,918 of the Irish people 
have left their name land. A lasge 
I proportion of these are among the 
flower of the race, for it is almost 
an axiom in Irish history that the 
energetic and enterprising go, whilo 
the more helpless remain.

BRITISH SHIPS TRIUMPH 

THE VICTORY OF THE JAPAN¬ 
ESE NAVY. 

Warships Were Built in British 
Dockyards—Whsre They 
Came From. 

Nothing but a great naval battle 
in which the British navy proved 
its superiority over a worthy enemy 
could do more to raise the prestige 
of our fleets than Togo's great de¬ 
feat of Rojestvensky, says the Lon¬ 
don Mirror. With one or two minor 
exceptions, the fleet with which Togo 
out-manoeuvred and out-fought the 
Russian fleet, were of English con¬ 
struction. 

And as the reports of the battle 
continue to come in they emphasize 
strongly the fact that the inferior¬ 
ity of the Russian ships had much 
to do with the ease of his victory. 

Russian armour was pierced by 
Jal ancse shells which, nominally, it 
should have resisted. Russian guns 
were useless at tHe range at which 
Japanese shells Were working havoc. 
Russian crews were decimated when 
•Japan's losses were, comparatively 
speaking, insignificant 

CAPTURED FROM CHINA. 

Of the Japanese battleships only 
one is not of English construction, 
and that is the old Chlnyen, cap¬ 
tured at Wei-Hai-Wei ten years ago, 
and built at Stettin twelve years be¬ 
fore that. 

Of the others, the great turret- 
ship Asahi, of 15,200 tons, which 
shares with the Mikasa the distinc¬ 
tion of being the largest vessel in 
Japan’s navy, was built at Clyde¬ 
bank. The battleship Mikasa. built 
at Barrow, a nd launched in 1902, is 
typical of our own first-class bat¬ 
tleships. 

The Fugi, of 12,320 tons. was built 
on the Thames. So wus the Shikls- 
liima, of 14,850 tons. Then Fusoo, 
an old vessel, was originally built at

Don’t think that you con euro your 
dyspepsia by other than natural 
means. 

Don’t rely too much upon ths doc¬ 
tor, except to follow any good ad¬ 
vice which he may happen to give. 

Don't forgot that to get rid of the 
ill elVects from which you suffer you 
must first understand and then re¬ 
move the cause. 

Don’t hope to be able to do this* 
without studying the effects of differ¬ 
ent foods and drinks upon your own 
constitution. 

Don’t forget that the ill effects of 
an unsuitable meal may net bo im¬ 
mediately noticeable, nor even till a 
day or two after it is taken 
Don’t omit to trace back the cause 
of overy attack of indigestion. 

Don't neglect to make a mental 
or written note of such experiences, 
to bo used as warnings for the fu¬ 
ture. 

Don’t attempt to cure chronic dys¬ 
pepsia by drugs, or you may bring 
on some more obscure and danger¬ 
ous complaint.

At 
the end of thut time she was re¬ 
leased, und, having no friends or le- 
latives to whom she could apply for 
assistance, committed another theft, 
in order, ns she informed the magis¬ 
trate at the second trial, thut she 
might escape starvation by going to 
prison again. 

The magistrate, a humane man, 
gave 1 he prisoner a nominal sentence 
und issued instructions that the ease 
should be brought under the notice 
of the court missionary. The latter 
was considerably surprised the fol¬ 
lowing day to receive a visit from 
a rnnrder who had charge of prison¬ 
ers in th.* dock, and who confessed 
that he had been so moved by the 
distress of the girl and admired her 
physical charms to such nn extent 
that he would willingly marry her if 
► h.* would consent at the expiration 
of her sentence. 

Naturally, the missionary advised 
the warder to consider the matter 
for n while longer, nnd to make no 
hasty proposal oqp account of his 
pity for the prisoner. In the mean¬ 
time he offered to see that the girl 
was supplied with food, clothes, and 
work.

VALUABLE PRESCRIPTION. 

Hero is a simple and valuable 
recipe—a medicinal bath for the nerv¬ 
ously worn nnd those who cannot 
sleep o’ nights.

Take of 
sea salt 4 ounces, spirits of am¬ 
monia 2 ounces, spirits of cumphor

stand until cool. Pour into the al¬ 
cohol the spirits of ammonia and 
camphor. Add tin* salt water, shake 
well, and bottle for use. With a 
soft sponge dipped in this mixture 
wet over ihe surface of the whola 
I ody. Rub vigorously until tin* skin 
glows. When nervous or "blue" or 
wakeful do not omit this bath. The 
relief -nnd linlgoration thut follow 
will amply repay the effort required 
to prepare it. 


AN INVALID’S DRINK. 

Apple water Is a refreshing drink 
for un invalid. It can be mode with 
either baked or raw appl**s, the 
former to be preferred when time is 
short, especially if the apples an* 
baked and in readiness. They should 
be sour, and when cold should be im¬ 
mersed in boiling water to cover 
them. Let them stmnl until cool, 
then strain and sweeten to taste. 
For the liquor made from raw of*- 
pleN, three or four juicy sour apples 
of fine flavor should be pared and 
sliced. Pour over them two cupfuls 
of boiling wuter, und let them stand 
three hours. Strain, sweeten. nnd 
nd*l a Huiull piece of ice. A pleasant 
flavor is added if the rind of a lemon 
lumixed with tho slices of apple.

How Ita PiHlng Loft Its Ilecor4 la 
Gravels and Rooks. 

Some 10,000 or more years ago the 
conditions which had brought about 
the great ice age where beginning to 
chuuge. The elevated land began to 
sink, and a higher temperature slowly 
followed. The long winter was gradu¬ 
ally drawing to a close, and the great 
springtime of the world was beginning 
to hasten its Influence upon an icc cov¬ 
ered land. Tons, rather mountains, of 
ice began to melt, and the wuter filled 
the river valleys to overflowing, (trav¬ 
el, sand and mud were borne along by 
these rnglng waters and deposited 
wherever the conditions were favora¬ 
ble. Ice rafts covered the surface of 
the flood, bearing rocks and bowlders 
from more northern lands. 

All rivers which had glacial sources 
were greatly Influenced by the final 
melting. As the southern part of the 
icc sheet rested over northern Penn¬ 
sylvania, the Delaware and the Sus¬ 
quehanna were typical rivers of the 
age. The rocks and gravels which lino 
their banks show how well they have 
kept the record. In the Delaware val¬ 
ley brick clay and gravel urc laid out 
In beautiful terraces, especially at 
Stroudsburg and the Water tlap. Here 
the waters rose some 1*00 feet, and au 
artificial dam is supposed to have 
formed the river into a broad lake. 
The Indians, it Is said, have a curious 
legend about this flood. They tell us 
that the “Minnies” were the first race 
which dwelt here, and the region round¬ 
about they cull “Mlnlslnk” meaning 
that the “waters are gone”—n vague 
remembrance perhaps of the postgla¬ 
cial floods.

Mr. Retort Drnniaon Martin, ou I f 
Canada’s pioneer grain men, passed away 
bwi beatlfui home in Westmount Wednes¬ 
day, J one 28th. K 

Mr. Martin, who was born in Richmond f 
fifty years ago, baa been ill for some years, 
Iboogh it it only a few days ago that be l 
last visited the Montreal Board of Trade, j 
where his othose are looaled. 

In the early days of his business oareer i 
Mr. Martin, went to Deloraine, where be 
entered the hardware trade. He afterward ! 
went to Winnipeg, where be became Inter¬ 
ested in the grain ttade end here developed 
one of the largest and most profitable 
businessess of tbe kind in Canada. Mr. 
Martin, who for years has been 
associated with Mr. E. 8 . Jacques 
and Mr. A.P. Stewart, forming the K. D. 
Martin Company, Ltd , oame to Montreal 
some live years ago, though of course be 
bad formerly done business here, Hu now 
reeidenoe on tbe Cote 8 t. Antonie road, 

W eetmount, was probably the handsomest 
place, in that municipality, while for some 
years be bad a summer residence at King¬ 
ston . r He leaves a widow and five children 
Mr. Martin was, of oourse, a prominent 
member of tbe Corn Exchange Association 
and at half (.ast twelve o’clock a 
special meeting of that body was held to 
take action concerning his death. The 
meeting waa called to order by Mr. Norman 
Wight, president of the Corn Exchange. 
Mr. Alexander McFee then moved the fol¬ 
lowing resolution 

“That Ibis association sincerely deplores 
the deatb, while in tbe prime of life, ot Mr.

The basket idea curiously parallels 
the Indian idea of strapping the pa¬ 
poose into u carrying ease, but the 
Lapp baby has the advantage over Its 
Indian fellow in lliat its limbs-are un- 
conflned and a certain amount of liber¬ 
ty of movement is afforded. 

The child is carried from place to 
place In the same basket, the cord by 
which it Is attached to a tree being 
slung over the shoulder.

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Admiral Unable to Compel Crews 
to Subdue Revolutionists. 


A despatch from Odessa says*, 
red flag of revolution is botoUd on 
the mastheads of the Kniaz Potem¬ 
kin. Russia s most powerful battle¬ 
ship in the Black Sea, which now 
lies in the harbor in the hands of 
mutineers. The captain and most of 
the officers were murdered and 
thrown overboard in the open sc 
and the ship is completely in tne 
possession of the crew and a Jew 
officers who have thrown in their 
lot with the mutineers. 

The guns of the Kniaz Potemkin 
command the city and in the streets 
masses of striking workmen who on 
Tuesday fled before the volleys of the 
troops are now inflamed by the spec¬ 
tacle of open revolt on board an 
Imperial warship and are making a 
bold front against the military. 

THE MUTINY 

arose from the shooting of a sailor 
who was presenting, on behajf of the 
crew, a complaint against bad food. 
According to one version, thib sailor, 
whes* 1 ■name was Oniiltchuk. objected 
to the cjvality of the “borchteh" or 
soup, w/is immediately shot 

down by a"' mess officer. The crew 
then rose and seized the ship, and 
the- officers, eight <>1 who were 
spared on condition that they would 
Join the mutineers. The others 
were killed and their bodies thrown 
overboard. 

The Kniaz Potemkin arrived here 
on Tuesday night accompanied by 
two torpedo boats. Early the body 
of Omiltchuk was brought ashore in 
one of the battleship's boats, and 
wus landed on the new mole, whe*ro 
It was exposed in semi-state nil day. 
It was visited bv thousands of per¬ 
sons. many of whom placed coins in 
a basket at the head of the body 
towards a fund to defray the cost 
of the funeral 

The authorities have made no at¬ 
tempt to remove the body, the sail¬ 
ors having served notice that the 
ship would open fire on anyone seek¬ 
ing to interfere with it. A police 
agent visiting the spot was killed by 
strikers. 

THE RED FLAG HOISTED. 

During the day a red flag was 
hoisted on the Knia/. Potemkin and 
members of the crew rode from ship 
to ship in the harbor, stopping all 
work thereon. The strike is now 
general here and the rioters are 
growing in numbers and boldness. 
Wednesday night a bomb was* thrown 
in Cathedral Place, killing its throw¬ 
er and a policeman. 

During the day one of the torpedo 
boats which accompanied the Kniaz 
Potemkin seized the Russian steamer 
Espcranza, laden with two thousand 
tons of coal, which the battleship 
has taken on hoard. 

The Kniaz. Potemkin is also known 
as the Potemkin Ta\ ntchesky. She 
is one of the most powerful Russian 
vessels now afloat, 12.480 tons dis^ 
placement, and lias a speed of seven¬ 
teen and a half knots. 

She carried 750 men and officers. 

AUTHORITIES IN PANIC. 

A dcsputch from St. Petersburg 
says; More serious in its possible ef¬ 
fects than all the defeats in Man¬ 
churia or the destruction of Hojest- 
vensky’s fleet was the news which 
reached St. Petersburg on Wednesday 
evening that the standard of open 
rebellion wus floating on board one 
of the Emperor s battleships in the 
harbor of Odessa, and that with 
fchr.ltnd runs th<* mutinous crew. 


city. It cannot be learned whether 
his ofler was accepted, but in any 
case the mutineers’ threat was re¬ 
spected. 

Although the day passed practical 
ly without disturbance, the mob 
again became threatening on Thurs¬ 
day evening. Troops hold the public 
buildings and guard the approaches 
to the harbor. During the evening 
the central railway station was set 
on lire and is almost destroyed 
Many persons have been injured, but 
details arc unobtainable. 

It is stated that eleven surviving 
officers of the Kniaz Potemkin Tav- 
ritchesky have landed. 

MUTINY HAS REACHED BALTIC. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
savs 'Ihe mutiny has reached the 
Baltic. The sailors at ihe Imperial 
naval barracks at Libau revolted on 
Wednesday night on the pretext that 
the food served to them was not fit 
j to cat. They secured rifles and am¬ 
munition and wrecked and stole from 
houses. They attacked the officers’ 
'quarters, firing shots through the 
windows. A detachment of troops, 
including artillery, was immediately 
ordered out, and it is reported that 
after severe fighting they repulsed 
I the mutineers, who, however, escaped 
with their arms Cossacks and a 
regiment of infantry were sent to the 
scene early Thursday morning. De¬ 
tails of the affair could not be ob¬ 
tained here. 

There is an unconfirmed report that 
trouble similar to that at Libau has 
broken out at Revel. The Ministry 
of Marine politely refuses to give the 
least information concerning the 
troubles at those places or at Odes¬ 
sa. but official circles, osjieciallv the 
Department of Police. believe that 
the outbreaks were planned by revo¬ 
lutionists, and are manifestly 
alarmed. Their alarm is shared by 
the higher social circles of the capi¬ 
tal, where the long established faith 
in the unflinching loyalty of the Em¬ 
peror's armed forces is beginning to 
waver, bringing inevitable dread that 
the revolution so often declared to 
be impossible may vet be accomplish¬ 
ed. perhaps has already begun. It is 
unquestionable that the occurrences 
at Odessa and Libau have more 
deeply impressed the riding classes 
here than all the defeats in Man¬ 
churia and the destruction of the 
navy combined. 

SITUATION AT ODESSA. 

London, July 3.—A clear view is 
at last obtainable as to the actual 
situation at Odessa for the past 
forty-four hours. Direct despatches 
have been few and hopelessly contra¬ 
dictory, utftil last night. It would 
now appear that when Admiral 
Kruger's squudron reached Odessa 
und the mutineers on hoard the bat¬ 
tleship Kniaz Potemkin refused to 
surrender. 'ihe admirul feared to 
order ihe crews of the other battle¬ 
ships to fire upon their comrades, 
ami ihe crew of one of the ships, the 
G corgi PobiedonostcfT, joined the 
mutineers. 'Ihe remainder of the 
squadron at once returned to Sebas¬ 
topol, und according to Russian of¬ 
ficial stories, the other vessels were 
put out of commission.

A NIGHT OF HORROR. 

A despatch from Odessa says—The 
mutineers of the Kniaz Potemkin 
Tavritchesky have been joined by the 
crew of the transport Vedha, who 
mutinied on the way h re from Xico- 
l&ieff. 'Hie Vedha s officers are now 
prisoners on the battleship. 

Jt would be most liillicult to de¬ 
scribe the exact situation here. The 
Kniaz Potemkin Tavritchesky still 
lies of! the harbor, hut at the time 
of telegraphing she has not molested 
the town, nor hn\e the mutineers 
aided the rioters to the extent of re¬ 
pulsing the troops or inducing the 
latter to join the revolt.

This saves it from stretch¬ 
ing. and it lasts double us long. 

Dishcloths arc quickly made fresh 
and sweet by boiling in clean water 
with a good lmnp of soda added. 

To clean oily cruet bottles, etc., 
put a few strips of blotting paper in 
the bottlo with n little vinegar, r.nd 
the same quantity of warm water, 
and a piece of washing soda. Khnke 
a few times and rinse in warm wa¬ 
ter. 

Water is quite as desirable as milk 
in mixing batters; and in many in¬ 
stances cake is lighter if made with 
water rather than milk. 

When you boll milk, grease the 
saucepan with butter before putting 
in the milk. This will prevent the 
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of the zaocepan, that are so hard to 
wash off. 

If you have not a glass for meas¬ 
uring medicine, get one as soon as 
possible. Spoons of all kinds vary 
so much hi size that it is never safe 
to trust to them, and glasses with 
the various doses marked can be 
bought cheaply. 

TIDINESS. 

There is no need to look untidy, 
even if you are working about the 
house. You cannot be so cheerful 
nor so self-respecting when you are 
carelessly dressed as when you are 
neat and presentable, and even the 
home-worker who has no help, with 
a little good management, can be 
both. 

If gloves are worn to do the d { rty 
work, in, they can be drawn off at 
any moment and expose a pair of 
hands free from dirt. A clean cloth 
wound round the head when sweeping 
i will prevent the hair from becoming 
dirty and dusty, and it can be easily 
removed in case of an unexpected 
visitor. A good plan for the home¬ 
worker is to have a large overall to 
work in, which, when taken off, will 
t display a neat dress, quite free from 
fluff and dust. 

The homeworker has a better op¬ 
portunity of keeping her good looks 
than the business girl. She has 
nothing of the strain of traveling, in 
sometimes dirty cars, and through 
smoky tunnels, and often muddy or 
dusty streets. She can always de¬ 
pend on a properly prepared ond 
cooked meal, while the business girl 
must put up with what she can get, 
but there is no reason why she 
should not pay attention to her 
dross, the keynote of which should 
be neatness, and she should be as 
tidy in appearance as is possible.

He gave statistics showing 
tlw* great importance of the agricul¬ 
tural exports from Canada, which 
amounted to $ 100,000 this year 
and 515114,000 last year. Great 
growth of fruit production made a 
heavy demand for careful handling 
and large accommodation. Our but¬ 
ter exports had not increased as they 
should. How could they increase 
when butter had to travel in a car 
in a temperature of 53 degrees to 58 
degrees, and then 3 degrees in ves¬ 
sels and 90 degrees after arriving in 
England, and then compete with but¬ 
ter from Argentina and New Zealand 
which had been frozen/-and well cared 
for all the way? Refrigerator cars 
should be more thoroughly insulated 
and more care taken to keep them 
iced. Mr. Armstrong quoted figures 
to show- that only a small percentage 
of butter, eggs, apples, bacon, etc., 
went from Canada in cold-storage.

NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 

Their Two Armies Confront Each 
Other Along the Frontier. 

Christiania, Aorwa.v, July 2.—It is 
reported that a Swedish squadron is 
on its way here. 

There is intense excitement. 

Two armies pjt Norway and Sweden j 
now confront each other along theff 
frontier. An overt act may precipi-) 
tate fighting ut any moment. 

THE FIRST HOSTILE MOVE. 

Stockholm, Sweden, July 2.—Swe¬ 
den to-night is preparing for war 
with Norway. The lirst hostile move 
was made to-day, when the Govern¬ 
ment issued a proclamation, to be¬ 
come effective immediately, declaring 
Stockholm, Karlskrona, Gothenberg 
and Earosend to be war ports, and 
excluding ull foreign warships from 
entering their harbors. 

It is reported here that the Norwe¬ 
gian army is already being mobilized 
on the frontier, and that a clash 
may occur at any time. The move¬ 
ment of the Norwegian army began 
on Friday, but at thut time Norway 
denied that any warlike purpose wus 
in view. The explanation given out 
for this extruordinury movement of 
troops was thut the unnual reviews 
were in progress, and that nothing 
more was intended. Following close 
upon this, however, came the an¬ 
nouncement that the Swedish Gov¬ 
ernment had introduced in both 
Houses of the National Legislature a 
bill placing $25,000,000 ut the im¬ 
mediate command of the Government 
to enable it to take such measures as 
it might deem necessary in the crisis 
with Norway.

John Hnr, United States Secre¬ 
tary of State, Expires. 

A Newbury, N IL. despatch says — 
John Hay, Secretary of State, died 
on Saturday morning at 12 25 
o’clock. His last moments were 
peaceful and the end came almost 
without a struggle The suddenness 
of it all wus staggering From the 
peaceful quiet of midnight “The 
Fells.’’ Mr Hay’s beautiful Summer 
home on the shores of Lake Sunapee, 
without warning, was awakened to 
the bewildering imminence of death, 
where life had been felt to be assur¬ 
ed. At the hour of 12 all was quiet. 
In another moment nurses and physi¬ 
cians found themselves summoned to 
the bedside. There had been a col¬ 
lapse Twenty-five minutes later all 
was over.

WHAT SOLDIERS CAN DO AND 
CANT DO. 

The Conduct of Armies in the 
Field Eecomes More 
Humane. 

Up till within the memory of i>eo- 
ple now living. civilised nations 
waged war much as do savage races 
at this present day. 

Now. of course, ull this is altered. 
Modern scicntil c warfare is hedged 
around with us many rules and regu¬ 
lations ns is modern scientific foot¬ 
ball, end the same penalty U incur¬ 
red for foul or unfair play—namely, 
the stem disapprobation of the 
spectators. 

The rules of war were never ployed 
so scrupulously u4 they are now. 
Even the slightest hint from one 
belligerent that its opponent is not 
observing th<* rules of war brings the 
eyes of the whole civilized world to 
bear on 

the alleged offence. 

Should one belligerent have cause 
to complain of the hchuvious ci the 
other, it makes a formal protest to 
the neutral nation*. provided those 
nations were signatories ut l c 
Peace Convention at the Ifugue to 
that rule of war alleged to lit* brok¬ 
en. Up t<> the present, however, 
there have betn few complaints dur¬ 
ing the Russo-Japanese war. und 
even those have mostly been traced 
to the independent actions of a few
